FARCE AND FIZZLE. 

“It is a constant boast that the 
Democrats at this session passed a 
law providing for publicity of cam- 
paign funds. Such is not a fact. They 
only passed an amendment to the law 
which had previously been passed by 
a Republican House and the principal 
part is one relating to primary cam- 
paign expenses that was inserted tn 
the law by the Republicans against 
the protest of the Democratic side.

“Practically all of the laws of any 
importance passed at this session 
were either bills, prepared in a pre- 
vious Congress and left over for lack 
of time to consider. or elge they were 
bills prepared by officials in President 
Taft's administration.” 

Mr. Mann referred to the public 
health laws, the homestead laws, the 
bill creating a children’s bureau, and 
others, as being within that classifi- 
cation.

Intended for the police and 
the detectives of the country, the news 
it dleseminates is boiled down to the 
irreducible minimum and consists ex- 
clustvely of such succinct facts as may 
be of assistance in locating and identi- 
fying any person wanted by the police. 

From a one-page sheet the Bulletin 
is to become a four-page newspaper. 
the actual reading space being even 
more than four times multiplied. This 
will not mean that there will be any 
more information sbout any given 
crime or person, but simply that more 
subjects will be treated of. As at 
present the department heads wil! sup- 
ply the “copy,” Chief Sebastian being 
ex-officio editor-in-chief, and Ca 
Flammer, so to speak, managing bp 
tor. 

The Bulletin is printed at the Cen- 
tral Station. The office and workshop 
is on the third floor. When the im- 
provements and siterations being 
made at headquarters have been com- 

leted; the plant will be moved into 

rger quarters on the same floor. 
Then application will be made to the 
postal authorities at Washingten for 
its admission to the mails ag second- 
class matter. 

The publication will be the first 
newspaper in the United States to be 
edited and printed at @ police station. 
Other departments have periodicals 
along the general lines of those to be 
followed by the Chief, but they are 
printed in regular printing shops. 

In addition to the work of the de- 
partment it reports briefly the trans- 
actions of the Police Commission and 
orders of the Chief. Every item is 
numbered or lettered in such 4 man- 
per that in telegraphic communica- 
tion with other departments, dollere 
are saved by simply referring to the 
numerals or letter indicators.

EST’S RECORD 
IN PIPE LINES. 


WORK TO BEGIN AT ONCE ON 
FRANKLIN CONDUIT. 


Active work on the 91,000,000 steel 
Pipe line which, when completed will 
carry the Owens River water from che 
aqueduct outlet in the San Fernando 
Valley, eleven miles to the Franktin 
Canyon reservvir, wil! begin in ao few 
days as the result of action taken by 
the Public Service Commission yeater- 
day afternoon. 

The commissioners unanimously 
edoptcd: a resolution introduced by 
Commissioner Wellborn calling upon 
Chief Enginee? Mutholland to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for ali 
materials to be used in the construc- 
tien of the line. 

Mulholland declared that he will 
have the necessary data ready for 
submission to the commission next 
Tuesday, when, tn all probability, bids 
will be advertised so that the work 
may proceed without further delay. 

The commissioners estimate the 
pipe line will cost close to $1,000,000 
when fully completed, which will make 
it one of the longest and most expensive 
Water pipe lines in the Weat. 

It will have a capacity of 98000 
inches of water for four miles and 
66500 for the remaining seven. The 
Pipe will be about six feet in di- 
ameter most of the way and will he 
of steel, with the exception of a few 
hundred feet near the Franklin Can- 
yon reservoir. 

Work on the Franklin Canyon tun- 
mel is progressing rapidly, according 
to Mulholland, and will be ready long 
before the pipe line reaches it. The 
tunnel is 4000 feet in length and will 
cost about $76,000. It is estimated 
that the pipe line will be 
within four months from the time 
active work is first begun. 

The commissioners also transacted 
a mass of routine business and award- 
ed a number of small contracts, They 
will meet In this afternoon to con- 
sider business.

Taggart he must havo 
done so at a time when he was not 
altogether himself. Dr. Wiser denies 
the disappearance of any papers. 

Thus far Mra. Miles has not pre- 
sented any proof of the wedding to the 
family except to give the name of 
the San Francisco clergymen whom 
she says performed the ceremony. 

At the Westmoreland Place héme, 
8. B. Miles, an older brother of ihe 
dead man, was the anly member of 
the family at home. He is from Fali 
City, Neb., and came to Los Angeles 
after the Oakland shooting. It was 
to him that Joe Miles assigned hia in- 
terest In the stock farm his father 
had given him, near Fall City, and 
with whom he lived during the time 
he spent in that part of the country. 

DENY INVESTIGATION. 

“You may say with positive assur- 
atice,” said Miles, “that no tnvestiga- 
tlon whatever is being made. We 
don't know where Joe went after he 
left the Oakland hotel; we don't know 
whether or not he was married; the 
woman who says that she is his widow 
has made no claims of any kind 
against us, and we do not know what. 
if anything, she proposes doing. We 
had no knéWledge of her whereabouts 
until your information; Joe had no 
papers of velue with him to my 
knowledge; I positively will not dis. 
cuss the Oklahoma affair; if 
was a wedding there it can be easily 
proved: it is all over now and all we 
desire is to forget the terrible event 
so far as possibie.”

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 27.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An official test of the mu- 
nicipal dredger held today off the foot 
of D street is declared to have demon- 
strated beyond question that the ma- 
chine is fully up to the standard of 
efficiency set by the Council and ut 
the same time to have proved the 
claim of City Engineer Capps that he 
can save the city money by doing at 
least @ part of the dredging for the 
municipal plier by day labor. The 
trial was witnessed by Councilmen 
Fay, Woods, Adams and Sehon and 
was under the direction of the de- 
signer, S. J. Davis, representing the 
builders, Sterne Brothers of San 
Diego.
